A CHILD WHIPPED TO DEATH. 
A Rev. Mr Lindsley, a Mirsion clergyman, 
near Mecins, New York, recently whipped his 
ebild, only three years old, to death, because it 
would not eay ite prayers. The Mocheater Union 
aye — 

“ Lindaley's (that's the monster's name) state 
ment before the coronor’s jury, given yesterday, 
i corrohorated by other witnesses before the 
jory The body of the child told more plainly 
and pa'hetica:ly than words could of the terrible 
punishment it hed undergone. Several of its 
fingers were broken and the blood oozed from 
every pore. To conceal the crime the father 
tied the little one’s hands behind ite beck and 
placed it in ite coffin. While physicians were 
making & j-«t mortem examination of the body, 
he eat by, coolly looking at the proceedings. 
After a while be spoke and asked them if they 
had not carried ‘thie thing ahout far enougb.’ 
The physicians discovered no disease shout the 
ebild, it died solely from excessive and cruel 
punishment The litth one would have been 
three years old next August—whipped to death

“ We are told that Lindsley justifies his hor 
rid work. He thinks it was bie duty to punish 
the child until bie will was broken and be 
obeyed. Lindsley was arrested yesterday and 
committed to jsil in Albion.
